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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER

Dear Fellow Missourians: 

April general revenue figures showed some positive signs, led by the fact 
that April general revenue totaled $262.8 million, up 9.2 percent over April a 
year ago. 

For the year to date, that brings total general revenue to $1.755 billion, up 
8.26 percent over the first ten months of last fiscal year. 

Leading the surge were individual income tax collections for the month, to- 

taling $146.3 million, up almost 25 percent over April, 1982. On the other 
hand, corporate income tax collections dropped 8.4 percent from a year ago, to- 
taling $19.6 million during April. 
_ The most encouraging news is that of sales tax. Sales tax collections, which 
had been flat all year to date, posted $40.3 million during April, up 12.4 per- 
cent over April a year ago. That boosts sales tax collections for the year to date 
about 3.6 percent ahead of last year’s pace. That is not dramatic growth by any 
means, but April collections are a move in the right direction. 

All other general revenue sources combined dipped 14.1 percent from April 
a year ago, totaling $56.6 million. 

I expect the state to meet the revised budget for this fiscal year. This has 
been a month of good news, considering the strong receipts. But even if the eco- 
nomy does sustain the growth evidenced in this month’s sales tax receipts, 
look for more cash flow problems at the outset of the next fiscal year.
